H avana, Sept. 30.—The distress, dis­ 
ease, death, hunger and starvation at 
Matanzas 
continue unabated.

daily average of deaths upon the street 
corners exceeds 20, and the condition of 
the poor in Havana is not much better 
than in Matanzas. 
Mothers, gaunt and famished, hug­ 
ging the shadows of skeleton children 
to their breasts, beg food and fall by the 
wayside, but the government refuses to 
admit the gravity of the situation and 
has closed the soup kitchens, proclaim­ 
ing to the world that w ant and destitu­ 
tion no longer exist here.

This Morning

At 2 :10 o’clook this morning a freight 
wreck occurred on the Cleveland and 
Pittsburg road a short distance above 
the Thompson pottery. It is the second 
large wreck in this section within the 
year. The wreck of this morning will 
envolve a loss of at least $5000, possibly 
more. Who or what seems to be the 
direct cause of the wreck may never be 
known except to the company’s officials. 
At the time the wreck occurred train 
89. third section, in charge of Conductor 
Swartz and Engineer Denslow 
was 
going west. It was on the siding, and 
the engineer seeing that he could not be 
stopped on account of the heavy train 
and grade had the fireman run ahead 
and open the switch to the main line. 
This was done for the purpose of giving 
the train a chance to back on the siding. 
The train had not passed the point of 
clearance until extra 623 going east 
jn charge of Conductor McMahon and 
Engineer Sterling entered the siding 
and crashed into the westbound train. 
As the eastbound train was hauled by a 
class H 4 engine, it had no trouble in 
doing considerable damage to the class 
X engine on the westbound train. The 
cow catchers of both engines were com­ 
pletely demolished. 
Three cars loaded 
with iron ore, brick and sewer pipe 
were completely demolished on the east* 
bound train and were overturned, and 
two cars loaded with coal on the west­ 
bound train were also destroyed. 
Two 
other cars laden with coal were slightly 
damaged. 
The wreck crew from Wellsville did 
not reach the wreck until 7 o’clock. 
The 5 o’clock train went to Pittsburg 
by way of Alliance. 
The track was 
cleared about noon when traffic was re­ 
sumed. The train due in this city at 8 
o’clock lay at Wellsville, and the one at 
8 :20 lay at Smith's Ferry. 
It is esti­ 
mated that almost 3,000 people viewed 
the wreck.

It is probable the matter will be dis­ 
cussed at the next meeting of council 
aud finally settled, as the station will be 
entirely completed within the next 
three weeks, and it is the intention to 
have it rnnning just as soon as possible 
thereafter.

It is the second 
large w reck in this section within the 
year. The wreck of this morning will 
envoive a loss of at least $5000, possibly 
more. Who or what seems to be the 
direct cause of the wreck may never be 
known except to the company’s officials. 
At the time the wreck occurred train 
h9, third section, in charge of Conductor 
Swartz and Engineer Denslow 
was 
going west. It was on the siding, and 
the engineer seeing that he could not be 
stopped on account of the heavy train 
and grade had the fireman run ahead 
aud open the switch to the main line. 
This was done for the purpose of giving 
the train a chance to back on the siding. 
The train had not passed the point of 
clearance until extra 623 going east 
j n charge of Conductor McMahon and 
Engineer Sterling entered the siding 
and crashed into the westbound train. 
As the eastbound train was hauled by a 
class H 4 engine, it had no trouble in 
doing considerable damage to the class 
N engine on the westbound train. The 
cow catchers of both engines were com­ 
pletely demolished. 
Three cars loaded 
with iron ore, brick and sewer pipe 
were completely demolished on the east­ 
bound train and were overturned, and 
two cars loaded with coal on the west­ 
bound train were also destroyed. 
Two 
other cars laden with coal were slightly 
damaged. 
The wreck crew from Wellsville did 
not reach the wreck until 7 o’clock. 
The 5 o'clock train went to Pittsburg 
by way of Alliance. 
The track was 
cleared about noon when traffic was re­ 
sumed. The train due in this city at 8 
o’clock lay at Wellsville, and the one at 
8 :20 lay at Smith’s Ferry.

mated that almost 3,000 people viewed 
the wreck.

At 2:IO o’clock this morning a freight 
wreck occurred on the Cleveland and 


P ittsb u rg road a short distance above 
the Thompson pottery. 
It is the second 
large wreck in this section within the 
year. The wreck of this morning will 
envoive a loss of at least $5000, possibly 
more. 
Who or w hat seems to be the 
direct cause of the wreck may never be 
known except to the company’s officials. 
At the time the wreck occurred train 
89, third section, in charge of Conductor 
Swartz and Engineer Denslow 
was 
going west. 
It was on the siding, and 
the engineer seeing that he could not be 
stopped on account of the heavy train 
and grade had the fireman run ahead 
and open the switch to the main line. 
This was done for the purpose of giving 
the train a chance to back on the siding. 
The train had not passed the point of 
clearance until extra 628 going east 
in charge of Conductor McMahon and 
Engineer Sterling entered the siding 
and crashed into the westbound train. 
As the eastbound train was hauled by a 


class H 4 engine, it had no trouble in 
doing considerable damage to the class 
N engine on the westbound train. 
The 
cow catchers of both engines were com­ 
pletely demolished. 
Three cars loaded 
with iron ore, brie* and sewer pipe 
were completely demolished on the east­ 
bound train and were overturned, and 
two cars loaded with coal on the west- 
t)0 und train were also destroyed. 
Two 
other care laden with coal were slightly 
damaged. 
The wreck crew from Wellsville did 
not reach the wreck until 7 o’clock. 
The 5 o’clock train went to Pittsburg 
by way of Alliance. 
The track was 
cleared about noon when traffic was re­ 
sumed. 
The train due in this city at 8 
o’clock lay at Wellsville, and the one at 
8 :20 lay at Smith’s Ferry. 
It is esti­ 
mated that almost 8,000 people viewed 
the wreck.

Am tralian Oyatera. 
The Australian mollusk is of two 
kinds—the mud oyster and the rock 
oyster. 
The forkier grows to a larger 
size, but the rock oyster is more gen­ 
erally esteemed for flavor. Their names 
indicate their place of growth. The rock 
oysters love the beds and adjoining 
rocks of tidal, streams. They grow in 
clusters, in a variety of shapes and sizes, 
and each cluster is attached to some­ 
thing solid. 
Here they are alternate­ 
ly bathed in salt water and in fresh or 
brackish. 
They are also left for hours 
high and dry until the incoming tide 
refreshes them. Nor do these oysters al­ 
ways select rocks on which to dwell, 
i These accommodating mollusks may 
frequently be found adhering to the 
roots and lower branches of tin* m an­ 
grove and other trees which delight in 
a sort of submarine residence, 
it is 
doubtless to this peculiarity that the 
sailor referred when .he wrote to his 
mother at home, telling the old lady, 
and not untruly, that in Australia oys­ 
ters grow on trees.—Chambers’ Journal.
